The Sun oi, 
Companie's well, at Sam Mash's 
was shut down Thursday to await 
a new rope. This, well is deep 
enough to have shown oil forma- 
tion but it is dry. The company, 
however, has decided to go deep 
2500 foot rope has been or- 
dered. 

Messrs. McKay are baling much 
trouble casing off the water in the 
well they are drilling for Mr. 
Strubby and this well will be sev- 
eral days yet comiug iu. 

F. W. WiBer, on the W. C. Ber- 
tram farm is going down slowly.
